They insist that the new tar- 
iff will retard that commerce, and 
Borne of them intimate that it will re- 
guit in decreasing the demand for 
American goods. 


Some of the ministers disclaim any 


Intention to interfere in the internal 
affairs of the United States, but make 
bhe representations tor th« benefit of 
the commerce 'between the countries. 


Minister Brun of Denmark calls at- 


tention to the fact that the tariff on 
American goods going into Denmark 


very favorable, and that his govern-

and, to tbe rorprwe cf everybody, Dre- 
her recovered, was tried, convicted and 
MBteoced to be hanged. 


He did net exhibit a syapteB of in- 


sanity, but after incarceration in jail 
be began to snow evidences of lunacy 
and was finally sent to tbe insane a*y- 


B at Fnltoo, where be would have 


remained bo* for the discovery cf tbe 
agylom surgeon, who found tbat tbe 
new bans fanned over the skull fracture 
bad grown thicker and inward, thus 


eating upon the brain, causing in- 


sanity. He notified Governor Stevens, 
an operation was ordered, and tbe bone 
snared off. and now, as soon as Dreber 
gets well, tbe surgeon says tbat be will 
be tan* enough to bang and ready for 
tbe scaffold. It will take a moBth for 
the new wound to heal after tbe opera- 
tion, Dreber will then be returned to 
the St Lotus jail. A new date will be 
get far his execution, and tbe law's 
penalty 'or the murder of pretty Bertha 
Hcnicke will be gaid.

when be was qoite violent This led to 
investigation and proved that be was 
lying open the injured part of bis skull, 
or tbat tho pressure of his hatband 
eai-sed tbe extra excitement. From this 
the discovery waa made of tbe real 
cause of the insanity. Thus m-gery 
triumphs, and Dreber recovers his rea- 
•on only to learn that be mart die for 
bi* crime. —Exchange.

officer for his heroism and is now a 
major in the United States army. 


In ,fable, song and story the drum 


has ever kept pace with tbo most 
valiant deeds of men. Rudyord Kip- 
ling's pathetic little story of "The 
Drums of the Fore and Aft," two 
courageous drummer boys who at 
the cost of their own lives led the 
charge ana saved the honor of their 
regiment 
when routed by the 


Afghans, tells of a deed such as is 
to be found in history as well as iu 
fiction. More than once has tho 
drum claimed a place iu the front 
rank of storming battalions and led 
desperate charges in the.van of a 
victorioiis army. 


What worder, then, that we look 


sorrowfully into the future, when 
battling will no longer be inspired 
by tbe "war drum's throb," for we 
know that the advance of military 
science, with all its death dealing 
machine guns, magazine rifles and 
its smokeless powder, .will surely 
sound tbo knell of the drum.

A Wrongly Spelled Name. 


Through the blunder cf some un- 


known person, committed years ago, a 
glaring piece cf inexcusably poor spell- 
ing ia still on view in the finance com- 
mittee room in the city hall and is a 
subject of much unfavorable comment 
by historical scholars. The portrait of 
the Rev. Henry Augustus Mnhlenberg 
hong for many years in Independence 
hall as a tribute to the preacher patriot's 
services during the Revolution, with his 
name beneath it spelled "Henery Mnh- 
lenburg."

Then 
comes a moment of sharp agony, 
and he is branded for lifo as some- 
body's property. In a few seconds 
after that cruel indignity is put up- 
on him he finds bis limbs freo and 
ia allowed to spring upand«camper 
away. For a year or two more he 
will have nothing to apprehend. 


It is the intent on the great horse 


ranches of the west, where bronchos 
are raised by hundreds and even 
thousands, that tbe young acimaN 
shall be broken when 3 or 4 years 
old at tbe furthest 5. But the 
ranges upon which the animals are 
allowed to s«ek their own pasturage 
are of vast extent, and frequently 
a little band of horses will manage 
to seclude themselves when, the 
spring " breaking season" arrives, 
so that some of them reach the age 
of 6 or T years unbroken.

During the summer half of 


the year in either hemisphere tho illumi- 
nated side of the rings is, of course, visible 
—perhaps even faintly so in the day time, as 
as is the eaw with our moon—but when the 
twilight fali? and the golden arch shines 
forth in all its beauty against the darkness 
of the si;y it must certainly be a sight 
which for grandeur surpasses any celestial 
phenomenon known to us, save possibly a 
total eclipse of the sun. 


As soon as the sun has sot, however, the 


sliucluw of the planet, whero it falls upon 
the. rings, rises in the eust and mars the 
tvauty of the arch as it travels across it 
during the short- nipht und disappears in 
the west at sunrise. At the summer sol- 
stice, though, tho sun rises high enough 
in the heavens, or, more correctly, tho 
phiEeC'snxi.-i is inclined far enough toward 
the sun to bring the outer ring clear of tho 
stmdow. which then appears somewhat 
conical in ^hape :HH! reaches across the In-
